CHAPTER 89.
JUSTICE OF THE PEACF.

AN ACT to suthorize the election of an additional Justice of the Peacc.

SectioN 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the
State qf lowa, That it is hereby made the duty of the trus-
tees of New Wine township, in Dubuque county, to order
an election of an additional justice of the peace, at the April
election in 1857, in addition to the two justices now holding
office in said township, and that thenceforth there shall be
three justices of the peacein said township, elected in accor-
dance with the existing laws.

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its publication in the Jowa Capital Reporter and
North West, without expense to the State.

CHAPTER 40.
TAXES IN JASPER COUNTY.

AN ACT to enforce the collection of the taxes in the couuty of Jasper, for the
year 1854.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the
State of lowa, That the county Judge of the county of Jas-
per is hereby authorized and required to place his official
warrant on the tax-books of said county for the year 1854,
ordering the treasnrer of said county to proceed to collect
all taxes due thereon.

Sec. 2. That the treasurer of said county, when he shall
receive said tax-books with the county Judges warrant en-
dorsed thereon, shall proceed to collect all taxes due and
unpaid on said books and pay the same over according to
law; and he is in like manner requested to pay over all
moneys which he may heretofore have collected on said tax-
books.
